Are Held Up j TAX RELIEF 
MEETINGS 
Supervisor Chaa. F. Grandt and 
Howard Helm, town 
clerk, have 
been doing everything possible to 
find some means by which relief or­ 
ders can be released to local fam ­ 
ilies upon the relief roll. 
Supervisor Grandt is aware of 
the great need for relief that exists 
but at the present 
time 
has no 
funds for that purpose and he has 
no legal right until after the town 
meeting of next Tuesday to issue 
any orders. 
The voters and residents of the 
town, itself, must pass certain reso­ 
lutions at that meeting before Mr. 
Grandt can take up the duties of 
relief commissioner as outlined un­ 
der the new law'. 
Mr. G ra tia is in hopes that im­ 
mediately i»_.er that meeting, he 
will be able to accept applications 
and issue orders. He has had the 
necessary blanks printed and every­

Drouth Increases 
Danger to Stock 
of Plant Poison 


Urbana, 111., July 7—D anger of 
plant 
poisoning 
which 
annually 
kills a million dollars’ worth of Il­ 
linois 
livestock grows greater as 
the extended drouth adds to the 
poor pasture condition of m id-sum­ 
mer, said J. J. Pieper, associate 
professor of crop production, Col­ 
lege of A griculture, University of 
Illinois, in warning Illinois farm ers 
against pasture practices which fail 
to take poisonous plants into con­ 
sideration. 
“ As pastures get short, livestock 
will eat alm ost any vegetation, in­ 
cluding such poisonous plants as 
black 
night shade, white snake 
root, w ater hemlock, whorled milk 
weed and jimson 
weed,” Pieper 
said. 
“To prevent serious losses of val­ 
uable 
livestock, 
the 
poisonous 
planes should be eradicated or the 
anim als kept away from them ,” ho 
continued. “ In following either of 
these practices, the farm er must 
first be able to recognize poisonous 
plants when he sees them. The lo­ 
cal farm adviser can assist him in 
becoming acquainted w ith the more 
common poisonous plants or he may 
send any suspicious specimens to 
the College of A griculture a t U r­ 
bana for identification.” 
Pieper 
particularly 
w a r n e d 
against the practice of turning live­ 
stock into vegetable 
gardens or 
throw ing weeds from the vegetable 
garden across the fence to hungry 
anim als. 
A cultivated place, rich 
in soil fertilty, is ideal for black 
night shade, 
he 
explained. 
I he 
plant is also found near old straw 
stacks and fence rows of cultivated 
fields. W hite snake root is found 
in tim bered areas and w ater hem ­ 
lock in dam p places. 
The practice of perm itting live­ 
stock to graze the foliage of trees 
is also frau g h t with danger, he 
pointed out. Trees such as buck­ 
eye, wild cherry, locust and Ken­ 
tucky coffee tree ale poisonous to 
livestock. He also warned against 
trim m ing laurel, lilac 
and other 
decorative plants and feeding t h 1 
blanches to livestock.
